Washington, June 7.—While the tar- 


iff will continue the general topic of 
discussion in the senate during' the 
present week, there is no certainty as 
to what portion of it will receive espe- 
cial attention. Thia uncertainty is due 
largely to the difficulty of determining 
wheu Use sugar schedule will be taken 
up. 


It is so generally understood that 


this schedule will consume considera- 
ble time that there is no effort to out- 
line beyond it the course of proceeding. 


The wood schedule will afford a brief 


respite Monday before reaching the 
sugar question, as that subject was left 
undisposed of when the senate ad- 
journed on Saturday. 


Senator Allen probably will enter

Whether the sugar schedule will be

There are many differences of opinion 
on the subject, but the prevailing de- 
sire is to get the schedule out of the 
way as soon as possible.

ment, without further

four story brick building owned 
by 


Bchroth and Westerfield acd leased to 
the Standard Biscuit company. 


Work in the factory ceased for the 


week at 5:30, and so far as known the 
only occupants of the building were 
John Erwin, the bookkeeper and W 
Cook, ilie rashier. who were at work 
in the office 


Cook departed at 11. and Erwin was 


still occupied with his books at noon 
when a fireman rushed in conveying 
the information that the building waa 
ablaze in the upper stones. 


After the first alarm the fire chief 


turned in a second and general alarm. 
A stiff breeze fanned the fire within 
the brick walls, and it was soon appar- 
ent that the interior of the structure 
wouid be entirely destroyed. 


Adjacent to the brick factory was a 


row 
of wood 
buildings, including a 


branch of the Salvation barracks and 
the southern 
ponce station. These 


seemed doomed. Fortunately the po- 
lice station contained only three pris- 
oners, but the i^rrifieu yehs and ap- 
peals of the trio to be liberated caused 
intense excitement among the gather- 
Ing crowds 
They were transferred to 


the centra! station. 


Meanwhile floor after floor ot the 


cracker factory lell in. rendering the 
walls unsafe. With the crash 
of the 


east wall occurred the tragedy ot the 
conflagration 


A score of firemen were in an adjoin- 


ing paint shop endeavoring from that 
spot to check the spread of the flames. 
A falling timber struck Fireman Ma- 
honey on the leg, breaking it. 
He 


refused to allow his comrades to carry 
him away in their arms, insisting that 
he must be borne off on a shutter. All 
but two of the band of firemen ran to 
procure a shutter, and just as they 
left their comrade, then wall fell, bury- 
ing beneath a mass ot brick and mor- 
tar Mahoney and his faithful friends. 


By dint of much dangerous labor the 


three bodies were recovered and sent 
with police escort in as many patrol 
wagons.

cials be not made public for fear of vio- 
lence to their persons. 


The president believes there is ample 


justification for the dispatch of a •firar 
vessel to Havana. Things have come to 
scch a pass that the consular representa- 
tives of the TTnit«I States dare not have 
tht'ir reports to the government made 
public •srith r!;eir names attached. To 
do so provokes the dasger of violence to 
their persons. IE is high time some 
me^rs -were adopted for the protection 
not only of cur consuls, bat of all our 
citizens iu tbs islaurf. 


Sending, a warship can famish no 


canse for '••{Tense OB the part of Spain. It 
is the righi oi every aari.cn to take such 
measures as to it seem proper for the pro- 
tection of its consuls and private citi- 
zens. 


During tiic ten yecrs" \var General 


•Grant kept warships in Havana harbor 
nsariy all the dise. We have had oar 
naval vessels in Honolulu, in Rio Janei- 
ro, ia Valparaiso, and later ia the ports 
of Turkey. It is a well recognized prin- 
ciple that; a nation may station war- 
ships in the ports of friendly countries 
lor this purpose iritheat offense. 


It may be necessary to keep a war- 


ship at H2Y;ma for some time to come. 
If any violence be done to an American 
eossKi, tite commander of this vessel 
•will have instructions to seek repara- 
tion, If aa American citizen be arrest- 
ed, the commander of the ship •will be 
instructed to demand that the citizen 
he brought on board -within a given 
time. 


President McKmley has given much 


time of late to uie examination of the 
reports of our consular agents. These 
lepcrer-were made by consuls appointed 
by the Cleveland administration, and 
some of them have been on fil6 for many 
laonihs. The president has been as- 
tounded at the condition of affairs in 
Cuba revealed by these official state- 
ments. As a resols of his examination 
he has decided it is his duty to make a 
prompt movement for relief of Ameri- 
can citizens placed in situations of great 
distress by General Wsyler's. cruel or- 
der. This dnty the president has per- 
formed, with ihe prompt and tmaxd- 
siatis co-operation of congress. 


"'But the measures taken do not go to 


the heart of the question, they do not 
solve the problem, and the president is 
thoroughly convinced it is his duty to 
solve it, ;No half hearted measures, no 
reoogmtioa of belligerency, no gentle 
mediation or use of good offices, will 
suffice. Something more decisive, more 
forcible, will be needed if anything is to 
be accomplished. Just what that shall 
be, just what form it will he best to give 
to the proposals, the president has not 
. yet determined. It is too important and 
delicate a matter to rush into without 
careful consideration." — Walter Well-

The expedition will be located iu 


British Colmabia, where about 30 In- 
dian dialects -irw spoken. Dr. Boas and 
Dr. Farrand will mingle with the In- 
diana and endeavor to secure all the 
data in regard to their habits of life 
and the dialects. The Indians will be 
studied from an anatomical standpoint. 
They will be measured and weighed. 
As far as possible the scientists will eu- 
deavor t« gain a knowledge of the dia- 
lects. 


Harland A. Smith, who is associated 


with Dr. Boas in the anthropological 
Sfccrion of the ransetun, has also started 
for British Columbia. His work will be 
devoted to a search for archaeological 
specimens in the southern part of 
British Columbia. Throughout British 
Columbia there will be three or four 
parties of exploration under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Boas. The expectation is 
that a large quantity of valuable mate- 
rial will be gathered to enrich the mu- 
seum.—Jfew York Herald.

Pension Monej- Awarded Him.

S. D., carry his lamp with him and 
hunt around for ona Albert C. Hopkins, 
a veteran of the civil war, he would 
find the honest man for whom he looked 
in vain during his term of years on 
earth. 


It has been reserved for Air. Hopkins 


to surprise the pension office by sending 
hack to that establishment a draft for 
§S3.-10, which he claims was paid him 
as a part of his pension claim without 
authority of law. Private Hopkins 
served in the Onion army in Company 
I, Second Wisconsin volunteer infantry. 
His letrer to the commissioner of pen- 
sions follows: 


' 'Since every man naturally and just- 


ly assumes to be the chief justice of the 
supreme court for himself, and since in 
a general way this judgment must usu- 
ally be affirmed when it is against him- 
self, I assume the privilege and duty of 
interpreting the pension laws ia my 
own case thus: 
''I am entitled to full pension of $12 


per month under the law of 1890 (from 
my first application in August, 1890} 
for one year thereafter while I was on 
crutches and disabled for manual labor. 
This amounts to f 96. Also to $6 per 
month thereafter 
to March, 
1395, 


amounting to $86; total, f 182. Amount 
received from the pension office, $264.- 
40. Draft inclosed to balance, less ex- 
penses of returning same, |83.40."— 
Washington Star. 


CAN MAKE GOLD. 


Mr. Ilrice Insists That He Can Manufac- 


ture the Precious Metal. 


E. C. Brice, tvhose claim to a proc- 


ess for creating gold and silver from 
chemically pure antimony and other 
base metals has been nnder investiga- 
tion by a commission of mint experts, 
with only negative results, has made 
application to the commissioner of pat- 
ents lor another test. 


In his request he asserts that the 


commission did not follow his direc- 
tions in important particulars. Ingre- 
dients, he alleges, -were nsed -which 
were inimical to 
his process, and 


that he himself produced gold from 
chemically pure antimony, snlphur and 
iron after the commissioners had failed 
with the same materials, and that they 
then declared that by whatever process 
gold and silver might ^ obtained from 
any other materials it simply showed 
that gold and silver were in the metals 
before the process was used. —Exchange.

from the limb of a cherry tree. The 
bird had evidently attempted to rob 
the nest of a robin in the tree, and 
while effecting an entrance to the nest 
from the underside accidentally push- 
ed its head through a noose formed of 
horsehair which had been utilized in 
the construction of the nest.

He is more ihan 55 years of age 
and is the possessor of a magnificent 
physique. Up to six mourhs ago he had 
been one of the healthiest of men. Ho 
was vigorous and enjoyed 
athletic 


sports. Tht-re was none ciore robust 
looking. He was up mornings by the 
break of day and had an appetite at 
breakfast time that would have done 
credit to an army inule driver. 


Along ia February, however, he be- 


gau to droop. His spirits fell. Ho din 
not laugh as was his wont Hi< appe- 
tite was a dismal failure. The only 
thing that he teemed to enjoy was his 
pipe of tobacco and his recking chair. 
These wers his constant companions. 
He could not sleep. His friends advised 
the family to call in a doctor. He pro- 
tested.

to improve. A week afterward and he 
was about his business. He has now re- 
gained his former vigor. Bat he de- 
spises tobacco in all its forms. He can- 
not bear to sroell its fumes. A pipe is 
more nauseating than asafetida. It is 
revolting to all his nerves, and he be- 
lieves that were he to attempt to use it 
in any form again it would throw him 
into paroxysms. He is the best cured 
tobacco user that ever lived and is gain- 
ing fiesh since his rescue ut the rate of 
a half pound a day. Still, he sells the 
weed, but in doing so he gives a word 
of warning to each of his purchasers. 
He had been using it incessantly for 
more than 80 years in all its various 
forms. 


There is a great diversity of opinion 


among physicians as to tii>- genuineness 
of the fluid taken from the sack. Some 
contend that it must, have passed 
through the heart in order to have 
lodgment over the radial artery, and 
that, oC course, a drop or so of nicotine 
would paralyze that organ and produce 
instant death. But Mr. Menker, his 
friends and his doctors declare that it is 
nicotine. "If it isn't, then what is it?" 
they ask. — Exchange.

Chocolate. 


In preparing chocolate, a paste 


should first be made. The propor- 
tion in making chocolate is one 
square of chocolate to one table 
spoonful of hot water. This is stir- 
red smooth in the double boiler, 
chafing dish or whatever utensil is 
used for making it, and then the 
milk or milk and water added. The 
proportion of half water to the cho- 
colate makes it more digestible. Al- 
low ono cup or one-half pint or liq- 
uid to tho square of chocolate. The 
water is first added to tho paste and 
woll cooked. There- is not the oili- 
ness to the chocolate, and it is mtu-li 
more delicate if the milk is net cook- 
otx =>fter being poured in, but merely 
allowed to become thoroughly hot. 
No scum arises on the chocolate 
when the paste is first made. The 
paste ia convenient. It can be made 
and kept on hand, packed in a small 
china vessel for two or .three days 
and used when desired. The choco- 
late should be well beaten with an 
egg beater, the dish being placed on 
the back of the range, if convenient, 
before serving. To givo additional 
nouiiSuiiieiit, tiiw wliittJ or the yolk 
and white of an egg woll beaten can 
be stirred into the chocolate.—Now 
York Times.

"be accounted an act of premeditation or 
deliberation. I have thought tins ex- 
planation necessary to soothe tho feel- 
ings of a few of my friends who were 
pained at the unfriendly construction 
which was placed upon the manner of 
ay death. 


"I have made myself manifest here 


because I was always a spiritualist and 
leaned to that doctrine." 


As the last words left bis lips the 


medium jerked the paper before his face, 
and no further word earns from the 
spirit of the departed editor.

A Monopoly Organ Xoxr Hold* Tb»t Su- 
preme Court Deeinioni May Be Crltieiged. 


The New York Post during tbe 


last presidential campaign bitterly de- 
nounced Mr. Bryan and his platform 
for his and its criticism of the supremo 
conxt. The Peat maintained tbat the 
supreme court, being the cotirt of last 
resort in all affairs, ought to be free 
from criticism. But a change has come 
over the spirit of the New York Post's 
dreams. The Post made a bitter criti - 
cism of the supreme court decision re- 
lating to the freight association. In de- 
fense of that criticism The Post says: 


Sereral newspapers for which ire have a sin- 


cere respect Lave commented on onr criticisms 
of --the supreme court's decision in the case ot 
the Transmissotiri Freight association, 
though a loyal newspaper were bonnd not 
merely to obey, out to approve of all decisions 
msdetijthat tribunal. This doctrine Is sus- 
ceptible of very -wide application. It-would re- 
quire ns to approve of the Dred Scott decision. 
It -would require us to give oar assent intel- 
lectually to the contradictory decisions of the 
court itself, as, lor example, to the decision 
rendered by Chief Justice Chase denying the 
constitutionality of the legal tender act and 
to the later ones affirming it. There bave been, 
as we are frequently reminded, tvro contradic- 
tory-decisions on the constitutionality of the 
income tax. Which of these may a patriotic 
citizen criticise? The proper answer is that ho 
may criticise both. Mr. Lincoln laid down the 
correct rale in his debates with Senator Dong- 
las, that we owe obedienca to the decisions of 
courts, but do not necessarily owe them our 
approval. A moment's reflection will show- 
that any other rule involves intellectual slav- 
ery and the grossest self contradiction. 


This is worthy of special attention 


because it fairly illustrates the position, 
of the monopoly organs. They assailed 
Bryaa because he criticised a supreme 
court; decision that he believed to be 
Tin just and against ihe interests of the 
people. Now that the court has ren- 
dered one decision tbat is not agreeable 
to the corporations, Tbfi Post and other 
monopoly organs denounce that deci- 
sion, and it is worthy of remark that in 
justification of their right to criticise 
they employ the same argument for tbe 
use of which, they heaped their scorn 
upon, Mr. Bryan less than seven months 
ago.

TRUSTS KILL LIBERTY. 


Their Capacity For Evi! Grows 


as They Grow. 


OOBBUFT WHATEVER THEY TOUCH. 


I»ey Control ttu> Country. Keaonra* and 


Ar. Opposed to the Otntrail Welfare. 
Their Kale In the Kale of Bribery- How 
They Shall lie Oiercom*. 


While we have trusts they will cor- 


rupt whatever they tench, for they are 
bat organized greed, unmitigated by 
any {fablio or moral restraint. Their 
capacity for evil grows as they grow. 
They hold the power to reward and 
puaish public men. They have become 
ihe stats, but in their capacity as gov- 
ernors tUey are fee* from the coustitu- 
tional limitations, the ambitious, the 
traditions, the honor or fears which 
keep political rulers from 
becoming 


iyrwtg. They feel responsible only to 
their balance sheet. A pawnbroker in 
charge of the national treamry and us- 
ing it solely in the interest of his pri- 
vate business would be as a treasurer 
•^hat $he trnets ar« us rulers of the 
Gnited §iai«3. 
Their managers are 


business men strictly and pretend to be 
anything elso only when the pretense is 
ueceaiary in business. 


These trusts, -which control the conn- 


try's resource* and industries and are 
forever showing that they believe them- 
selves to be beyond control, are as dead- 
ly a peril to the republic as would be 
the navy and army were both possessed 
by a private trust whose sole object was 
to levy contributions on the people. 


The trusts are the embodiment of ar- 


bitrary power in bnsinesi. And they 
combine politically by instinct to resist 
any movement which threatens to 
change present conditions in any de- 
gree for the better. We saw that in the 
last presidential campaign. Present 
conditions aro good enough for tha 
trusts. All are implicated in the con- 
tinuing crimes by which their privilege 
of spoliation is preserved. 


The trusts reject the doctrine tbat 


the general welfare is of higher impor- 
tance than anybody's private welfare; 
They have got outside the government 
of the people, by tho people, for the 
people, and are its most powerful ene- 
mies, for the success of their money 
making aim can only be achieved by 
defeating the purposes of that govern- 
ment. The working maxim of the trusts 
is tbat the wealth of the country be- 
longs to those who are clever enough to 
take it from the pockets of its owners, 
and all means—including the corrup- 
tion of legislatures and courts—neces- 
sary to the service of the trusts in this 
enterprise are justifiable. 


The trusts are reducing the United 


States to industrial slavery, and either 
political liberty or industrial slavery 
must perish. 


The trusts have rotted not only our 


industrial and commercial and political 
life, but they rot our private life as well. 
They hold most of the roads that lead 
to success. Young men in the profes- 
sions, seeing their power, seek their fa- 
vor. 
The ambitious, who dread their 


hostility, compromise with integrity 
and self respect and surrender. Many 
newspapers, like .lawyers, prefer trust, 
service to public service. When talent 
is proved, if it be talent likely to be 
dangerous, the trusts offer the highest 
price. 


The rule of the trusts is the rule of 


bribery and its inevitable effect a per- 
vasive sordidness. We are arriving at 
the trust millennium, when neither 
principle nor patriotism, nor pride, nor 
any sentiment that has generosity or 
nobility in in will be respectable if it 
be in antagonism to business interest. 
The manhood of the nation is being de- 
bauched by the philosophy of life of 
which, the trusts ore the offspring and 
the teachers. They are thieves, with 
the morals and ideals of thieves. 


How are the trusts to be met and 


overcome and republican government 
rescued from their blight? 


They have in them the principle of 


their own destruction. The more clear- 
ly tbe Sugar trust makes ifc known that 
it is a power beyond regulation under 
the legal principles now constitutional, 
the more surely will it strengthen the 
rising resolve to take it and its fellow 
trusts by the throat and reduce them 
from the position of masters to that of 
servants. The people have power to 
forgo new weapons to meet new needs. 


The most fatal thing for the trusts is 


that their genesis has been made so well 
understood.

Tho vAperitiiee in question 
was brief, but so charged with peril 
and nerve tension that iu a few 
short hours he seemed to have lived 
days and needed a Jong sleep after 
it, as though he had been awake for 
a week, hi a single afternoon he 
left his own <,-aoip and rode into the 
enemy's country, passing two pick- 
ets, killed a guard, listened to a 
council of war iu the rebel general's 
tent, fought his way back through 
the pickets, who now knew his mis- 
sion, set off the signal agreed upon, 
and rede to safety on his unusually 


j fleet Lorse. 
I The first picket he met on his vray 
9Ut tvas niisled by supposing him to 
be a spy of their own returning 
with information, and from them 
he got what sounded like the coun- 
tersign, but was not, as he discov- 
ered, when, riding on, he attempted 
•»-itb it to pass the sentry near the 
tent of the general. The sentry pull- 
ed trigger on him, but the cap snap- 
ped on tho musket, there was a 
hand to hand scuffle not 100 yards 
from the camp, and the sentry was 
stabbed to the heart. Clad in the 
sentry's uniform, under cover of 
the night, be heard from the very 
lips of the general and his council 
the secret he was in search of—that 
the enemy would mass on tbe left 
wing to meet the attack of tomor- 
row — sauntered carelessly about 
when the council was dispersed, and 
then mounted bis superb gray and 
was off. It was a perilous ride, for 
every picket he bad passed in tbe 
afternoon fired on him as be rode 
through, and it was indeed a charm- 
ed life that escaped tbe bullets. 


Tbe last picket be had to pass was 


numerous and met him with a vol- 
ley, followed up with a sharp attack 
with sabers and revolvers. Shoot- 
ing, stabbing, slashing and swearin 
like a fend, wounded and wound- 
ing, be fought his way through 
them and then fled onward, reeling 
in bis saddle with excitement and 
loss of blood until, arrived at the 
hollow stump where his rockets 
were concealed, he set tbem both 
off, tkus giving the desired inform- 
ation to bis own commander. Then, 
emptying bis revolver at his near- 
est pursuer, he again rode away, 
unharmed further by the 
shots 


which followed him like hail. What 
added to the bravery of this deed 
was the fact that he knowingly 
went oat to replace a scout who bad 
been killed tbe night before on tbe 
very same mission.—Boston Herald.

Until recently it would bave been 


necessary to reply that tbe sea con- 
tained no measured cbasin eqitaliujr 
in deptb the elevation of Mount 
Gaurlsankar. otherwise known ;:s 
Mount Everest, in tbe Himalayas. 


But according to tbe most recent 


soundings there are three boles in 
the bed of tbe ocean between the 
Fiji Islands and New Zealand, eaeb 
of wbicb is considerably deeper 
than the great Asiatic mountain is 
tall. 


Tbe 'beigbt of Mount Gaurisankar 


is supposed to be about 29,000 feet, 
or a trifle less tban five miles and a 
balf. Tbe most profound of tbe 
ocean pits just referred to sinks to 
a deptb of about 31,000 feet, thus 
exceeding by 2,000 feet tbe eleva- 
tion of tbe loftiest mountain known. 


But tbere is a bare chance that 


:be mountains may come out ahead 
yot, because the Himalayas have 
not been thoroughly explored, and 
rumor assorts tbat in the heart of 
that immense range aud sbut round 
by an almost inaccessible wilder- 
ness of icy peaks and tremendous 
walls of rock there are snowy sum- 
mits which sour higher even than, i 
Guarisankar.—G. P."s. in New York!

Many ac- 
counts by uifforent eyewitnesses are es- 
taiit. luaun.-cript and printed, perhaps 
tho most valuable of nil being the diary 
of George Washington, the 
origiual 


raaaascript; of which i.s at the state de- 
partment at Washington. After Wash- 
ington, perhaps the most trustworthy 
account would be that of Count de 
Roehaiabeaii. It is known that he was 
very careful to keep copies of his cor- 
respondence, both for himself and for the 
department of war in France, l>ut his 
diary of the Yorktovrn campaign vras 
never published until it was included 
in Denial's great compilation of docu- 
ments relating co the gaining of Amer- 
ican independence, published about ten 
years ago, under the auspices of the 
f rench government, and even to this day 
it has never been printed, exceps greatly 
abridged, ia English. A small part of it 
appeared in the Gazette de France a 
few days after the news of the surrender 
reached Paris, and this abridgment 
was translated and published in English 
in the Pennsylvania Gazette and in Al- 
mon's Remembrancer shortly after. 


The day after the surrender Bocham- 


beau sent a copy of his journal by the 
hand of the Duke de Lauzun to the 
French minister of war. Segnr, and a 
week later duplicate dispatches were 
sent in another i ship, tha Count de 
Jeni-Ponts being the bearer. These two 
officers had shown the most courage in 
:he siege and were thus rewarded. The 
existence is not known of either of these 
original dispatches. 


A copy of Eochambean'a journal is in 


he French archives in Paris, and an- 
other, Eochambeau's own, probably, is 
a the library of the department of state 
m Washington, procured with the Eo- 
hambean papers bought by the United 
States government from the heirs of 
3onnt de Bochambeau. It may be, and, 
ndeed, it seems quite probable, that 
his series of manuscripts which has 
>een recently discovered and which has 
«en secured by Messrs. Dodd, Mead & 
Co. of New York city are the original 
papers -which were carried over by 


de Deux-Pcnts. They are not, 


lowever, in his autograph, but in that 
of some unknown person, probably a 
clerk. ' 


The map which accompanies these 


two manuscripts is on a large scale and 


beautifully drawn by an expert, 


BO doubs one of the French engineers, 
and it seems probable that it was drawn 
to accompany official dispatches to the 
Trench government. There is no dupli- 
cate of it among the many maps in the 
Sochambeau collection.—St Louis Re- 
public.

Yalu* of llreathin£ Properly. 


Thousands of people die every year 


jecause they do not know how to 
>reathe, or, knowing how, they do not 
ill their lungs as they should. Thin, 
mle, sallow people should wrap them- 
selves thoroughly if 
the weather is 


cool, step out upon an open porch or 
stand at an open window and fill the 
.nngs moderately full, breathing pre- 
cisely as ono does for the most violent 
exercise—that is, in short, quick, deep 
inspirations, each one occupying not 
over two seconds. 
Use the rouscles to 


expand the lungs and chest, and inhale 
all the air possible. 
If tho exeruisu 


causes pain or giddiness, stop at once. 
Thia is the natural consequence of The 
action and docs no harm, provided it is 
not continued. After a few minutes, 
when all unpleasant feeling has passed 
away, repeat the efiort. This may be 
done two or three times within an hour 
or so and should be followed up day 
after day at intervals of from one to 
several hours. If the patient is very del- 
icate, three times a day IB enough for a 
beginning. 
In a very short time a 


marked improvement will be perceived. 
Another exercise with the lungs is to 
expand the chest with the muscles to its 
fullest extent, then till the lungs and 
hold the breath as long as possible. 
This causes a heavy pressure of air on 
undeveloped and defective lung cells 
and after a time will open all of the 
passages of the lungs and create n con- 
dition of health to which a great many 
people aro entire strangers.—New York 
Ledger. 


TwtKtinff Tobtci'o. 


When the raw leaf tobacco reaches the 


factory, it is in large hogsheads, packed 
tightly and done up in "hands," just as 
it comes from the curing house. The 
first process is to strip tho steins out of 
the wide red leaves and smooth tho 
heaviest of them into long strips for 
•wrappers. These are dampened so they 
will roll readily without bursting. Then 
they are handed over to tho skilled 
workmen, who turn thera into hand- 
some twists like magic. This process is 
most interesting and shows what skill 
may be acquiied by practioe. 
Each 


workman stands at a long table, upon 
which are piled the loose lillejs 
nnd 


wrappers. At his right is a rack pro- 
vided with a slat bottom, which allows 
the twista to dry. Deftly t.ikiug up a 
handful of loo.se tubacco and two long, 
slender loaves, • the •workniiui quickly 
transforms tho muss into a long roll and 
doubles it into an ounce or two ouui><t 
twist. Each workman has a small coun- 
ter scale at hand, tefc to weigh tho oxacr 
amount of tobacco he id to put in each 
twist. So skillful do these nioii become 
that they scarcely p.ver miss tbe correct 
weight tho fraction of an ounce. The 
best workmen roll from 1,800 to 3,000 
of tlieso twists a day. —Kansas City Star.

"As target guns as a rule are more 


finely made and with less regard to cost 
than those for actual field use, it fol- 
lows that there is more money in their 
production, and if all the game in the 
United States were suddenly swept out 
of existence the manufacturers of shoot- 
ing implements would still keep their 
plants going.''—Washington Post.

When Hill appeared at the police 
station his coat and vest were miss- 
ing, and he claimed that he had been 
robbed also of $42.

Under the heading of "Corporate 


Ingratitude," in a recent edition of 
the Toledo Sunday Journal, a writer 
who signs himself -'The Stroller" dis- 
cusses In the following language the 
recent acMon of the Pennsylvania in 
opposing the park bond issue, which 
the people of Lima by an overwhelm, 
ing vote declared they wanted to 
authorize:

ing through-a bit of an object lesson 


hich throws a sidelight on the 


manner in which one corporation is 
willing to damage an entire city. If, 
by so-doing it can hurt a rival. 
Some time ago the 0., H. & D. road 
had the misfortune to lose its shops 
at bima by fire. The company took 
Its own time to rebuild, and present- 
ly rumors began to be heard to the 
effect that the shops were to be re- 
moved to Cincinnati. A delegation 
of citizens made Inquiry, and learned 
that the company wished to take the 
shops to the southern terminal, for 
the purpose of consolidating them 
with the large shops already at that 
point. However, the company's of. 
Seers said, for an amount approxi- 
mating 1100,000, they would be per- 
fectly willing to bring up the Cincin- 
nati shops to Lima, and. rebuilding 
on the old site, make the shops at 
Lima the whole thing. 


Some time ago Lima bonded itself 


in an equal sum to secure the shops 
of the Lake Erie & Western road, 
ind the issue was made and sold. 
The special legislation by which it 
was done was pronounced unconstitu- 
tional, but that has made no differ- 
ence to the city. The Interest has 
been paid with considerable probity, 
just the same. As the city could 
aot repeat Its previous actions for 
the benefit of the O., H. & D., it 
was decided to issue 1100,000 bonds 
Cor park purposes. The amount may 
nave been a trine more or a trifle less, 
but that makes no difference in the 
proposition. Some way and some- 
how, the C., H. & D. road was satis- 
fied, and everything seemed to be go- 
ing well. Just how park bonds were 
going to benefit the railroad I am 
not Informed, and, as a matter of 
faet, I did not court any confidences 
on the subject. 


Now comes the Pennsylvania road 


on the scene. But first it may be 
stated that back in Lima's Mud Age, 
when it was not one quarter the city 
that it Is to-day, it made a greater 
sacrifice to secure the Pennsylvania 
road. Some 1100,000 were given to 
irlng it through the city, and it was 
doubtless a good Investment. The 
Pennsylvania road has a short mem 
ory for that, however, for it has com- 
menced legal proceedings intended to 
prevent Lima from disposing of her 
>ark bonds, averring that the road's 


believe thai the proceeds of 


ihe sale of these bonds are to go to 
:he C., H. & D. road. The legisla- 
tion does not mention anything of 
ihe sort. In fact it expressly says 
that the bonds are to be for parks, 
'and for no other purpose." 
That the big shops of the C . H. & 


D. will be worth many times their 
cost, cannot be denied. They would 
bring seme thousand or more work- 
men, whose bare necessaries of life 
alone would mean heavier freight 
shipments on every road iu the city. 
The Pennsylvania people claim that 
;bey now have an Investment of 
$130,000 in Lisa, and, assuming that 
t be true, the road's share of the 
special taxes would be a few paltry 


uids, extending over some ten 


-ears of time. In this connection I 
am Informed that the 
road has 


advantage of the court's de- 


cision in the L. E. W. case, and has 
never paid a cent of the taxes vising 
from that special legislation. That 
being the case, and assuming that 
the proposed park bonds would also 
be illegal, the road could again pro- 
tect itself by an injunction from ever 
paying its share of the new issue. 
In this respect it would h&ve the ad- 
vantage of the city of Lima, for 
while she cannot profit by her own 
wrong act, the individual taxpayer 
can. 


However, I learn that retribution 


has already reached the road. Prom- 
inent shippers have issued orders 
prohibiting their bases of supplies 
from shipping over the road showing 
such marked hoggish tendencies, and 
as Lima is well supplied with other 
roads extending east and west, a bry- 
cott is comparatively easy. W'chin 
the past six weeks, according to a 
prominent Lima man, the Pennsyl- 
vania road has lost shipment* equal 
to the value of the entire /roportion 
of the special tax that *°ald have 
accrued from the road. 
More than 
that, the Pennsylvania's sworn re- 
monstrance has, give* the assessor a 
quiet tip, which w^ not be forgot- 
ten.

About eight hundred people wit

Before t.he close of the second half 
Lima's pitcher, Mackey, had one of 
his fingers injured so badly that he 
was compellad to withdraw. He was 
succeeded by Boger Bresaahan, who 
pitched a winning game, but his sup- 
port was weak at one or two points, 
especially in left field, where Dr. 
Dawson, who is usually one of the 
strongest players, was in very poor 
form. In the fourth inning a Defi- 
ance runner ran against

Injuring him so severely that he too 
was compelled to retire.

A bad freight wreck occurred on 


the L. £. & W. at Albany, 4nd., a 
small station east of Muncle, about 7 
o'ciock Saturday evening. It was a 
rear end collision in which nine cars 
and a caboose were completely de- 
molished, an engine 
considerably 


damaged, and the escape of several 
trainmen was miraculous. 


The wrecked train was the wsst 


bound local freight which left here 
Saturday morning in charge of con- 
ductor fiord Bashore, of Muncie, anfl 
engineer John Myers, of this city 
with engine 34, and the train that 
collided with it was west bound 
through freight No. 123, which left 
here Saturday afternoon in charge 
of conductor William Welsh and en- 
gineer Bealty McWhirk, of this city, 
with engineer Frank Gould's engine, 
the Northern Ohio No. 35. The de- 
pot at Albany is located at the east 
ilde of the town. The local crew 
lad stopped there to do some work, 
leaving the rear end of the train 
standing at the depot. The local 
was late and engineer McWhirk un- 
doubtedly supposed it was in Muncle. 
No flagman was seen as train 123 ap- 
proached Albany, and the crew al- 
owed the train to r;a down into the 
place at a high rate of speed. Sud- 
lenly the local's caboose loomed up 
;n front of them, there was a shrill 
call for help and then the crash 
iame. The big 35 plowed its way 
clear through the caboose, wrecking 
'to completely, together with the 
nine rear cars of the local train. 


The 
escape of the crews was 


miraculous. 
When engineer Me 


Quirk saw the "tail" lights of the 
caboose 
he reversed his engine, 


whistled for brakes and called to fire- 
man Bowera to jump. He did all 
that was possible to stop the train 
ind followed the head brakeman and 
als fireman in a leap for 
life. 


Whether or not anyone was in the 
caboose when the 35 rounded Into 
sight is not known; if there was, en- 
gineer MoWhlrk's call for brakes 
warned them just In time to save 
them from being crushed to death in 
the collision.
